PUT ASPERMONT TONIGHT— 


H. M. Baggarly, publisher of the 
Tulia Herald, writing in his column, 
“The Country Editor,’’ expounds on 
a problem that seems to plague all 
communities, large or small. A part 
of his column follows: 
“By tradition, the farmer has been 
considered quite independent. And 
well he might. He once lived perhaps 
15 miles from town... on a dirt road. 
“If he needed a new barn, he 
probably built it himself. He and his 
wife papered the house. They grew 
most of their food, even grinding 
their own flour and meal, perhaps. 
“‘His family ate homegrown fresh 
fruit and vegetable in season, and 
their 
own 
canned 
fruit 
and 
vegetables out of season. 
“They butchered their hogs and 
steers. 
“They had their chickens and 
eggs. 
“Economic dependence upon the 
nearest community was minimal. 
The grocery list included a few 
items which could not be produced 
on the farm. .. salt, pepper, spices, 
sugar, baking powder, and the like. 
“Occasionally it was necessary to 
buy a little farm machinery, a 
wagon, a plow. 
“But the farmer had to provide 
more than just his economic needs. 
He had to provide his family’s own 
entertainment. In the absence of 
radio and television, entertainment 
was almost IOO percent homemade. 
“There were no “youth centers,” 
no automobiles for “joy riding” up 
and down the road. 
“Often even a trtip to town in a 
wagon was an event to be an­ 
ticipated. 
“There were no Boy or Girl Scout 
troops. There were no 4-H or FFA 
clubs, no home demonstration clubs. 
“Social life was mostly home­ 
made. 
“Religious life was simple and 
often irregular. Worship was often in 
the home. As the country grew, a 
few families would get together for 
simple public worship. 
. 
.when 
weather and farm operations per­ 
mitted. 
“Education was simple. When 
there were enough families, perhaps 
they would get together and employ 
a teacher for a few months of the 
year when the children were not 
needed in the fields. 
“Charity was simple. If misfor­ 
tune struck with which a man 
couldn’t cope, his neighbors came to 
his rescue. 
“The facts were. . . life was 
simple, needs were few. 
“But times have changed. Far­ 
mers have moved to town in spirit if 
not in body. Instead of living 15 miles

from town, they live not more than 
15 minutes from town if not within 
the city limits. 
“And we all do everything dif­ 
ferently. 
“Not only have economic, social, 
religious, educational, and en­ 
tertainment wants skyrocketed in 
number and in complexity but we 
expect to achieve them in different 
ways. 
“ W e’ve 
dropped 
the 
word 
“ hom em ade’’ from the E nglish 
language. 
We don’t make our entertainment, 
we buy it. 
“We don’t educate our children, 
we hire it done. 
“We expect Mary to be taught to 
cook by the extension service. 
“We don’t cultivate the spirtual or 
moral natures of our children, we 
send them to Sunday School, we send 
them off to a Scout troop, we send 
them to camp. 
“If we have young children, we 
demand a nursery or a baby sitter as 
the price for our attendance or 
participation. 
“And we expect all kinds of public 
services. We want a little league 
program for our children, perhaps a 
youth 
center, a public swimming 
pool, the list is endless. 


“And if misfortune strikes, we 
want everything from fast am­ 
bulance service to a publicly sub­ 
sidized evening dress for Mary to 
wear to the junior high ball if we 
can’t afford to buy one for her! 
“Point of this discussion is that 
our society has become very com­ 
p ly , very complicated, and as a 
result, an entire army of people is 
required to supply all our needs. 
“Where do we get this army? 
“We can either hire them or ex­ 
pect them to work for nothing. 
“If we desired, we could create 
one giant welfare state in which the 


government could supply all our 
needs. 
“The govenment in addition to 
providing public education, public 
charity, extension agents, public 
parks, public roads, and a thousand 
other public services might expand 
its services to all other fields. We 
could have government paid Scout 
leaders, govenment paid Sun da v 
School teachers, government sup­ 
ported cham ber of com m erce, 
governm ent financed industrial 
foundations, government financed 
employees to perform those hun­ 
dreds of services that must be 
performed or should be performed 
around communities such as Tulia. 
“ Of 
course 
the 
idea 
is 
preposterous. Not only would the 
cost be prohibitive—even for Uncle 
Sam—but there are so many ser­ 
vices that must be performed out of 
love for hum anity, com m unity 
pride, and other motives much 
higher than the contemplation of a 
monetary wage. 
“The alternative is. . . hours of 
donated 
public 
service 
and 
resources on the part of people! 
“The old-time farmer described 
above accepted little from society, 
so his debt to society was minimal. 
There was no little league or scout 
organization to entertain and train 
his kids, so he was under no par­ 
ticular obligation to donate some of 
his time and resources to youth 
work. 
“Community services were few 
and simple, so there was little need 
for his contribution. 
“Although the sons and grandsons 
of the generation just described have 
moved to town, perhaps gone into 
business, and have learned to 
depend upon and enjoy this complex 
new way of life, it has never yet 
occurrred to many that this way of 
life has its price tag. 
“It costs not only money but time, 
effort, work, to provide all of these 
wanted and needed services when 
one would much perter to be at 
home, shoeless, reading the paper or 
watching television. 
“Many have learned to enjoy the 
dance... but it has never yet dawned 
that the piper must be paid!’’

“His life was in jeopardy,” said 
the court. “He cannot be held to 
perfect judgment under the cir­ 
cumstances.” 
Although a bank does owe ex­ 
traordinary care for the safety of 
your money, it owes only ordinary 
care for the safety of your person. 
If you get hurt on the bank’s 
premises, you cannot collect dam­ 
ages unless you can prove negli­ 
gence. 
Thus, in a more everyday situa­ 
tion, a bank was held not liable to 
a man who slipped on its front 
step. The step, although somewhat 
worn, was no more hazardous than 
one might encounter almost any­ 
where. 
Of course, reasonable precau­ 
tions must be taken. In another 
holdup case, a man with a bomb 
told bank officials he would blow 
the place up if they did not hand 
over $10,000. 
They managed to stall him for 
almost 20 minutes. Yet, they ne­ 
glected to warn an unsuspecting 
customer to get out of harm’s way. 
Finally the bomb did go off, in­ 
juring the customer. In due course, 
a court held the bank liable. The 
court said even though the hank 
was not to blame for the bombing, 
it was indeed to blame for not giv­ 
ing the customer fair warning of 
his peril.

The best I can tell this is the first 
time that Hamlin has won both the 
boys and the girls championships in 
the same year. In fact, I doubt if 
very many schools have ever done 
this. 


H. M. Baggarly, publisher of the 
Tulia Herald, writing in his column, 
“The Country Editor,” expounds on 
a problem that seems to plague all 
communities, large or small. A part 
of his column follows: 
“By tradition, the farmer has been 
considered quite independent. And 
well he might. He once lived perhaps 
15 miles from town... on a dirt road. 
“If he needed a new barn, he 
probably built it himself. He and his 
wife papered the house. They grew 
most of their food, even grinding 
their own flour and meal, perhaps. 
‘“His family ate homegrown fresh 
fruit and vegetable in season, and 
their 
own 
canned 
fruit 
and 
vegetables out of season. 
“They butchered their hogs and 
steers. 
“They had their chickens and 
eggs. 
“Economic dependence upon the 
nearest community was minimal. 
The grocery list included a few 
items which could not be produced 
on the farm. . . salt, pepper, spices, 
sugar, baking powder, and the like. 
“Occasionally it was necessary to 
buy a little farm machinery, a 
wagon, a plow. 
“But the farmer had to provide 
more than just his economic needs. 
He had to provide his family’s own 
entertainment. In the absence of 
radio and television, entertainment 
was almost IOO percent homemade. 
“There were no “youth centers,” 
no automobiles for “joy riding” up 
and down the road. 
“Often even a trtip to town in a 
wagon was an event to be an­ 
ticipated. 
“There were no Boy or Girl Scout 
troops. There were no 4-H or FFA 
clubs, no home demonstration clubs. 
“Social life was mostly home­ 
made. 
“Religious life was simple and 
often irregular. Worship was often in 
the home. As the country grew, a 
few families would get together for 
simple public worship. 
. 
.when 
weather and farm operations per­ 
mitted. 
“Education was simple. When 
there were enough families, perhaps 
they would get together and employ 
a teacher for a few months of the 
year when the children were not 
needed in the fields. 
“Charity was simple. If misfor­ 
tune struck with which a man 
couldn’t cope, his neighbors came to 
his rescue. 
“The facts were. . . life was 
simple, needs were few. 
“But times have changed. Far­ 
mers have moved to town in spirit if 
not in body. Instead of living 15 miles

“ Not only have economic, social, 
religious, educational, and en­ 
tertainment wants skyrocketed in 
number and in complexity but we 
expect to achieve them in different 
ways. 
“ We’ve 
dropped 
the 
word 
“ hom em ade” from the English 
language. 
We don’t make our entertainment, 
we buy it. 
“ We don’t educate our children, 
we hire it done. 
“ We expect Mary to be taught to 
cook by the extension service. 
“ We don’t cultivate the spirtual or 
moral natures of our children, we 
send them to Sunday School, we send 
them off to a Scout troop, we send 
them to camp. 
“ If we have young children, we 
demand a nursery or a baby sitter as 
the price for our attendance or 
participation. 
“ And we expect all kinds of public 
services. We want a little league

“His life was in jeopardy,” said 
the court. “He cannot be held to 
perfect judgment under the cir­ 
cumstances.” 
Although a bank does owe ex­ 
traordinary care for the safety of 
your money, it owes only ordinary 
care for the safety of your person. 
If you get hurt on the bank’s 
premises, you cannot collect dam­ 
ages unless you can prove negli­ 
gence. 
Thus, in a more everyday situa­ 
tion, a bank was held not liable to 
a man who slipped on its front 
step. The step, although somewhat 
worn, was no more hazardous than 
one might encounter almost any­ 
where. 
Of course, reasonable precau­ 
tions must be taken. In another 
holdup case, a man with a bomb 
told bank officials he would blow 
the place up if they did not hand 
over $10,000. 
They managed to stall him for 
almost 20 minutes. Yet, they ne­ 
glected to warn an unsuspecting 
customer to get out of harm s way. 
Finally the bomb did go off, in­ 
juring the customer. In due course, 


a court held the bank liable. The 
court said even though the bank 
was not to blame for the bombing, 
it was indeed to blame for not giv­ 
ing the customer fair warning of 
his peril.
